UNIFIED SCHOOL DISTRICTS — 


DOUBLE TALK AND THE BIG CLUB 


Any time the people of a school district wanted to unify, in 
past years, unification could be accomplished through the desir- 
able channels of stating the case, convincing the people concern- 
ed, then taking the necessary legal action. Under this self-gov- 
ernment method, many school districts did unify, , 

But in this year of 1965 the question of unification has be- 
come a mumbo-jumbo of confused talk. The great white fathers 
in the state legislature have said, "Unify, or we'll club you by tax. 
ation.” These same great white fathers, doing a Charlie Mc- 
sige routine for Bid Daddy Unruh and certain egg heads here 
and there within the state's educational system, further said, 
Bonout and we'll give you $15 per student,” a statement that 
stretches the truth to a considerable degree in the proposed Por- 
terville-Strathmore unified district. Finally, the oracles in the state 

capitol tell us that if we aren't good little boys and girls and vote 

for unification, then we get the big hammer treatment, and we 
have to try again every two years until we the people learn what's 
good for us. 

So, let's look at some facts and figures: 

1. Do we get $15 per student from the state (our money, of 
= if we unify? Some of the present school districts might 
gain that much by unification, but in total, with 10,609 students 
in the high school and elementary districts of Porterville and 
Strathmore, the unified district would receive only $22,363 more 
from the state than the total that individual districts are now re- 
ceiving. (This isn't enough to pay the salary of the unified dis- 
trict superintendent.) How come? Well, the state giveth and 
the state taketh away; under unification the state not only gives 
us $15 of our money per student, but it also takes. away certain 
special funds that several districts are now receiving. Net gain 
from unification, $22,363 for 10,609 students. 

2. What if total unification is voted down? Don't think the 
state will let school districts alone. There is already legislation 
that forces counties to take from ununified districts the first 60 

“cents of tax money voted by high school districts and the first 50 
cents of tax money voted by elementary districts for a big pot. 
The money acquired by this “levelling” tax is redistributed to 
school districts in the county on a formula that gives the most 
money to the poorest districts. (This is nothing new. Robin 
Hood figured out how to take from the rich and give to the poor, 
but he handled things in a more honest fashion. Folks knew where 
they stood with Robin.) _ 

3. There is even a joker in the proposed tax rate for the pro- 
posed unified district. Said tax rate is supposed to be a "weight- 
ed" rate, arrived at by dividing the present total assessed valu- 
ation of all the separate districts that will be in the unified dis. 
trict by the total budgets of these districts. The tax figure comes 

-to $3.37 per $100 of assessed valuation in the proposed unified 
district. But included in the proposed unified district rate is a

4. The 3.37 cent tax is not the total tax that will be paid 
under a unified system. People within present school districts 
will still have to pay off the bonds they have voted, and another 
35 cents will go to Porterville college, since this school automatic- 
ally goes into its own district if unification carries.
